A gentleman who is an expert in 


statistical matters has taken from the 
census some data and made there- 
from an analysis of wages which~is 
certainly interesting as indicating 
the relatively small number of work- 
ers in this country who are dependent 
upon protection, and indicating also 
that the wages paid in protected in- 
dustries are, as a rule, less responsive 
to improved conditions than wages 
paid in the unprotected industries. 
In the industries representing the 
highest grade of protection—that is. 
carpets, twine, cotton goods, glass, 
knit goods, silk goods, woolen goods, 
etc.—it is found that there were em-' 
ployed in 1890 212,298 males and 190,- 
5B8 females. 
The average wages of 


the males was $41'4. The average 
of the females $275. He finds that in., 
the manufacture of food and drink 
supplies, which obviousljvhave little, 
if any, protection, whatever, there 
were enployed 174,379 males, wlio 
were paid on the average $513 per 
year; that is, just about 8100 per 
annum more than is paid to the male 
operatives in the highly protected in- 
dustries. Carrying the comparison 
yet a step farther, it is found that in 
the Industries where "people are em- 
ployed on stationary work, such as 
blacksmiths, carpenters, masons, plas- 
terers, 
etc., the 
number 
of 


males employed was 532.840, who 
were paid on an average of S595 a 
year, or nearly 8200 a year more than 
was received by those engaged in the 
protected industries. The analysis 
can be carried still farther, but, in 
this respect, enough has been given 
to show that the claim that the pro- 
tective tariff has anything to do with 
wages in the way of increasing them 
is wholly without foundation, as is 
likely to be shown by practical illus- 
tration when the new tariff bill is I 
adopted. Mr. Schoenhof also shows! 
by returns of wages taken that the 
wages received in industries where an 
export trade 
exists, those which 


would come in competition with for- 
eigners, as the manufacture of musi-

It calls attention to 
the fact that the system has been tried 
in this country and ill-Europe with suc- 
cess to botli employers and their work- 
men, la bad years of course there will 
be little or no profit to divide, and work- 
men must early understand this. The 
added care and energy which they bring 
to their task when they feel that the 
more and belter work they turn out the 
more it will pay them, as well as their 
employer, are a steady incentive to each 
man to do bis best.

ing by themselves at a little distance 
from the royal abode. Staggering over 
to them, Liholiho, who was a very dif- 
ferent character from his famous father, 
sat down and publicly ate some of their 
food. The cry went up, "The tabu is 
broken." 


The torch was applied to the idols, and 


woman's emancipation began. 
Qneen 


Kaalmmanu was a huge, heavy mortal, 
and like all the chiefs she was proud and 
cruel. At first she treated tho mission- 
aries with disdain, offering only the tip 
of her little finger in salutation, but she 
became a zealous convert and remained 
to the time of her death, in 1832, at the 
age of 58, a firm and conscientious Chris- 
tian, beloved by those who intimately 
knew her and universally respected for 
her abilities. She liud ruled as consort 
of the great conqueror, as joint sovereign 
with his son, Liholiho, and as regent dur- 
ing the minority of Kanikeonli. 


Kamamaln. tlie queen of pleasure lov- 


ing Liholiho, was fond of display. On a 
state occasion in 1803 she was carried in 
procession, seated in a whuleboat on a 
:rame of wickerwork borne on the shoul- 
ders of 70 men. 


The boat and platform, 80 feet long by 


feet wide, were covered with costly 
adcloth relieved by beautiful colored 


tapas (native bark cloth). The ciueeu'ti 
dress was a scarlet silk mantle and a 
feather coronet. An immense Chinese 
umbrella, richly gilded aud decorated 
with tassels and fringes of tho same 
gaudy color, supported by a chief wear- 
ing a helmet, acfeened her from tho sun. 


Chiefs held aloft kahilis, or royal 


staffs, ilO sect high, the handles sur- 
rounded by alternate ivory and tortoise 
shell rings, beautifully wrought and 
highly polished, the u^fier part being ar- 
ranged so as to form a column or pi tuna 
of scarlet feathers of U feet in diameter 
and from 12 to 14 feet long. A more

OLD WORLD BATTLES. 


Wie Euormou* I.O.SN ofT.i£o In Some of the 


Great ISngngomeutrt. 


At Mollwita tlie Prussians lost IS 


percent; tlie Austriims, 28 per cent. 
,At Kolin Frederick's forces suffered 
to the extent of '87 per cent, while 
Iris victory cost his enemies only 14 
per cent. At Zomdorf, the bloodiest 
battle of which we have any reford 
that we may rely upon, the propor- 
tion of loss to the total forces en- 
gaged rose to the enormous total of 
from one-half to one-third. Kuners- 
dorf was almost as destructive to hu- 
man life, and Frederick lost 35 per 
cent against 26 per cent of the allies. 


With the advent of .Napoleon and 


the loosened formations of the revo- 
lutionary armies losses were at first 
diminished, but at Aspern the Aus- 
trians left nearly 28 per cent of their 
men on the battlefield, aud the 
French, although the bulletins de- 
nied it, are said to have been weaker 
by one-half after the battle. Boro- 
dino, too, -deprived the Russians of 
36 per cent and the French of 25 per 
cent. Dm-inp; the late.' Napoleonic 
wars we find the losses somewhat 
lower, although 
after Ligny the 


Prussians were weaker by as many 
as 20 per cent, aud the victory of 
Waterloo cost us rather more than 
that proportion. 


When, however, we turn to the 


campaigns which succeeded the lull 
of exhaustion following the downfall 
of the first empire, we are confront- 
ed with-no such bloody records in 
spite of the invention of percussion 
caps, lines and even rifled camion. 
The allies of the Alma only lost 
some 0 per cent au,d the Russians 14 
per cent. Inkermann, however, was 
as bloody as Waterloo, but it was a 
struggle in which tactics played a 
very small part. 


The losses at Magenta and Solferi- 


no were comparatively slight. Al- 
though the consequences of Kouig- 
gratz were immense they were cheap- 
ly purchased by the victors, while in 
1870, notwithstanding that both sides 
were armed with breechloaders, the 
losses never approached the huge to- 
tals of some of the battles of the 
early century or of those of the
